Oriental Poppies are one of the choicest of 
perennials. It is one of the most conspicuously 
beautiful plants of the spring landscape. The 
fern-like leaves are up in time to enhance the 
early spring bulbs. Then as the Tulips fade the 
strong stems of the Poppies will be observed— 
the bud is unique and beautiful—late May 
and into June is Poppy time in the garden. 
While one established plant sends up many 
blooms it is best to plant in groups of three or 
five of a variety to fully enjoy the beauty of the 
vibrant colors. 


From August into October is the proper time for 
planting, as this will give the roots a chance to 
establish themselves for next season’s flowering. 
Our extra strong heavy plants will give finest 
effect the first season and they increase in beauty
